HISTORY OF PINK DIAMONDS 




he story of this one-of-a-kind pink splendor was probably set in the ancient mines of South 
India, the land blessed with the world’s purest and most prominent diamonds. Jean- Baptiste 
Tavernier, a French wholesaler and entrepreneur who was best known for obtaining the 
Tavernier Blue Diamond that he subsequently sold to Louis XIV, initially made a reference to 
rose diamonds in the early 17th century. According to Tavernier’s account, in 1642 during his 
second expedition to the East, moguls in the kingdoms of Golconda presented an enormous 
pink rough diamond weighing over 200 carats. 



Natural pink diamonds over a carat in size are extraordinarily difficult to acquire; many claim it is 
beyond rare. 

Only 0.1% of the twenty million carats of rough diamonds produced annually are pink. 

As these rare treasures draw more and more attention from gem connoisseurs and enthusiasts 
around the world, the demand for these alluring pink diamonds far exceed the supply. Whenever 
a pink diamond over 5 carats is listed for auction, it naturally assumes a pivotal position in the 
auction room, drawing waves of approving gasps when it fetches astronomical prices time after 
time.

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A GOLCONDA LEGEND 




omewhere in India, a mysterious mine once produced the world’s most magnificent diamond 
stones that Napoleon, English monarchs, moguls and emperors fought to own. These 
stones are now causing an uproar and selling at record prices. 



Golconda, a 14th-century Indian sultanate about six miles west of present-day Hyderabad, was 
known for its elaborate fort and its diamond mines. During the Renaissance, Golconda came to be 
synonymous with great wealth, and the name is still spoken with reverence by seasoned diamond 
traders and collectors. 



It is not entirely clear if the Pink Flame is a Golconda diamond or not. The senior, most experienced 
diamond traders and gemologists in New York City speculate that there is a very high possibility 
that the Pink Flame is a Golconda due to it being a potentially flawless Type lla diamond, exhibiting 
immaculate clarity and a pure pink color. 

The Pink Flame’s origin will remain a mystery, adding to its glamor and value, ranking it with some 
of the rarest diamonds of the world.

ue to the rarity of discovering pink diamonds in large sizes, only a few famous diamonds 
were found during the last century. Here are some of the most important, famous pink 
diamonds that have gained elevated positioning and value in the international Natural Fancy Color 
Diamonds market. 



Darya e Noor - 186ct 

Largest Pink Diamond in the world. Stored in the Museum of Treasury of National Iranian Jewels. 

Steinmetz Pink - 59.60ct 

Discovered in Southern Africa, graded as Internally Flawless. It took approximately 20 months 
to cut this diamond. 



Agra Diamond - 28. 15ct 

Inherited from Louis Winans in 1927, the 32.34ctAgra Diamond was buried in a garden during 
World War II, and was still safely in place at the end of the war. It was recut to a modified cushion 
shape currently weighing 28. 15cts. 

The Mouawad Pink - 21.06ct 

This VS1 pink diamond has a combination cut of an emerald-cut on the top, and a brilliant-cut 
on the bottom.

he term “Pink” is used to describe diamonds in the hue range from reddish-purple to orange. 



The Argyle Diamond Mine in Western Australia is currently the only significant source of pink 
diamonds. Experts estimate that the Argyle Diamond Mine will likely exhaust its mining production 
of all diamonds by 2020. /4s of now, no other source will be able to produce pink diamonds on a 
regular basis, which will only further drive up the value of pink diamonds. 



The largest rough pink diamond from the Argyle Diamond Mine (found in 1991) weighed 
42.6 carats. 



It takes 1 year to unearth 50-60 pink diamonds out of the 600 million diamonds produced by 
the Argyle Diamond Mine each year. 

It is commonly practiced that first-time owners of large pink diamonds decide on the name of the 
diamond, a title that will stay with the diamond throughout history.

io Tinto’s Argyle Diamond Mine in Western Australia yields 20 million carats of diamonds in an 
array of brownish tones. Occasionally, a pink diamond is discovered. The prized pinnacles of 
the Argyle Diamond Mine ’s production are sold at the company’s annual Pink Diamond Tender. 
These intense, often purplish-pink or purplish-red diamonds are the glittering prizes that stand 
out from the mine’s more mundane production. 



Less than one-tenth of 1 percent of the Argyle Diamond Mine’s production are pinks, and 
nonetheless account for 90 percent of the world’s supply. 



Historically, the Williamson mine in Tanzania was known for "bubblegum pinks. " However, from 
the last time a pink diamond was found, the mine has treated 7 million tones of ore and has not 
discovered a single pink diamond. Petra’s Koffiefontein mine, which was bought from De Beers in 
2007, has produced only one 6-carat pink diamond since then. 

The future of Natural Fancy Color Diamonds rests almost entirely in the hands of Rio Tinto. No firm 
decision has been made about continuing beyond 2020 with its underground operation at the 
Argyle Diamond Mine. Whenever this mine closes, it will be a game changer for the Natural 
Fancy Color Diamonds industry. At that point, barring any other source being discovered, Natural 
Fancy Color Diamonds will likely revert to the rarities they always were: singular, unique 
stones produced on rare occasions by mines around the globe.
